We think there must be some error in 


this. The opinion of that Court is known 
to have been unanimously in favor of Com- 
mander Mackenzie and his associates—ac- 
quitting them of all censure, and justifying 
the execution of Spencer and his co-conspi- 
rators 
This is known from the declarations 


of the members themselves, who were under 
no obligations of secrecy ; but it should also 
by officially promulgate^. 
If they had cen-j 


sured Mackenzie and recommended a Court 
Martial, beyond all question, their opinion1 


would have constituted a part of the order 
convening the Court ; and justice therefore 
require?, that his acquittal by that Court 
should also be officially known. 
From our 


knowledge of the manner in which Mr. Op- 
shur has discharged the duties of his office, 
we do not doubt but the finding of the late 
Court of Inquiry will be officially published 
to the world.—A'. I'- Courier. 


The Condition oj Illinois.—The Spring- 


field correspondent of the St. Louis Republi- 
can writes, under date of the llth in&t.: 


'The Secietary of State appeared within 


the bar of the House, and read to that body 
a communication from the Governor, urging 
upon tSie Legislature the immediate neces- 
sity of action in regard to the finances of the 
State. 
He affirmed that, for the want of 


means, it was with the utmost difficulty that 
necessary supplies could be procured for the 
two branches of the Legislature, and when ' 
they were, it was at most exorbitant prices. 
Wood, which he stated could be purchased 
for one dollar and seventy-five cents cash, 
the Slate now had to pay three dollars and a 
half for; candies, which for money could be 
procured at thirty seven cents per pound, 
now coat the State one dollar, and other 
things in the same proportion, all arising 
from "the fact that there was nothing but 
auditor's warrants to pay them with. 
He 


also stated that it was with the utmost diffi 
culty that money enough could be procured 
to pay the postage on letters addressed to the 
Executive department, and entreated that 
some action might be had in regard to the 
finances of the State al once.*' 


Is not this a melancholy finale to party 


misrule and'misgovernment? 


A member of the Texian Congress has 


•introduced a bill into that bodv providing 
that but two lawyers shall be allowed to 
practice in each county, and that they shall 
oe elected by ,the ppnpJe. This is tolerably 
democratic, it must be acknowledged, but 
Tiardly as much so as the New Hampshire 
legislation, for it is still leaving in the hands 
of the people the power to create a monopoly; 
•whereas in the granite Commonwealth every 
•body that chooses can become a lawyer—fit 
or unfit, 
The Texas Solon ought to look a 


Jittle into this matter, and liberalize his no- 
tions 
If he cannot "bring his mind to that, 


he ought, by all means, to extend them to 
•all classes of society. 
Me should give to 


the people the power of electing their own 
doctors—horse doctors and all—and to al- 
low but a certain number to each county; 
•and the people ought also to elect their own 
Lakers, blacksmiths, tailors, shoemakers, and 
tinkers.—AT. Y. Courier and Inquirer,

duties, 
has not increased ; nor would 


sny serious enhancement of price follow 
from the levying of a moderate duty on 
tea and coffee.—Bait.

Board have not yet been able 


to carry into effect the intentions of the 
act of the thirtieth of July, one thousand 
eight hundred and 
forty-two, 
for the 


t e l i e f o f t h e contractors on the Gettys- 
burg railroad. By the provisions of that 
act, the amount lo be distributed among 
the several claimants is limited to the 
»urn of 
three thousand dollars. 
It is 


therefore necessary that all the claims 
duly authenticated, should be presented 
for the action of the Board, before any 
aw'ard can be made. 
This has not been 


done, and the consequence has been,
